Faw are ignorant of the fact that the grest 
Nelson, who was oslled by the English the '' God 
of the Beas,” and whose statue rises бо proudly 
in Trefalgar-squere, was one-eyed ; but there is 
hardly ару one who knows to what accident was 
dhe the Joss of his eye, and mary who favoy 
they know it are far from being accurately in- 
formed, if, at least, we шау depend upon the 
following scooupt, which co zea to us from trust- 
wortby sources. To begin with, the “ American 
Cyclo} сөзін,” vol. xii. р. 175, relates that Nelson 
was in command of the Agamemnon off Oalvi, 
under the orders of Sir Charles Stuart, and that 
he there lost an eye, being struck by the sand 
aud gravel thrown up by а projectile. The “ Bio- 
graphie Universelle des Contemporains,” ili. 775, 7 
states that the loss of Nelson's eye oocurred at Ч 
Bastia. The same assertion is made іп the “ Oon- 
versations Lexicon,” xiii, 521. “ Appleton’s Oy- 
clopcedie," p. 624, is for Calvi. Во thet of the 
authors above qucted, the Americans refer the 
occurrence to Ualvi, the Europeans to Bastia. 
Both are, however, misinformed, according to 
tbe most excellent Senor D. Liberato Abaroa, 
General of the Republic of Nicarsgua, to whom 
we аге indebted tor the following communica- 
tion :—" About the year 1750 there cruised along 
the coast of Spanish America (Central America) 
a celebrated Еш ізі seaman, who afterwards 
wes to bear the appellation of * God cf the Seas.’ 
This шап, who was destined to so glorious a 
future, followed then the instructions of bis Go- 
vernment minutely, reconnoitering those coasta, 
suing for sympatuizers with the British trade, 
which was then forbidden, and inflicting all 
sible mischief on the Spanish colonies and on 
their material intereste. In the discharge of 
such cuties he entered the mouth of Joan de 
Nicarsgus, on the Atlantio, aud rowing up the 
river with an ermed force, consisting of various 
launches and other flat-bottomed bcate, came up 
within reach of the old castle. There be made 
his arrangements with the energy and activity 
characteristic of Euglish sailors, and determined to’ take the oasrie 
by storm.

THE SENSATION OF BEING MURDERED. 

Ma. SEWARD end his gon, says the Spectator, have each told, at the 
request of friends, the story of their owa sensations at the time of 
the attempted assassination ; and althongh, under ordinary ciroum- 
stances, suoh relations should certaialy be regarded as within that 
рме of privacy which no public position gives us warrant to invade, 
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yet as, from the nature of the caso, the whole affair has been 
brought before the world im ite minutest detalle, it seems not im- 
proper for me to make this trifling, but interesting, addition to 
what ів already known. Mr. Frederick Seward said that on step- 
ping from his bedroom into the ptstage and seeing the assassin he 
merely wondered what he was doing there, and oalled him to ao- 
count. Оа his resisting the fellow's endeavour to press into Mr. 
Seward’s room, he (the assassin) drew a revolver, which he pre- 
sented at Mr. Frederick Seward’s head. What followed, it must be 
remembered, took place іп & few seconds. Mr. Frederick Soward’s 
first thought was, “ That's & navy revolver.” The man pulled the 
trigger, but it only snapped, and his intended victim t, “Там 
сар missed fire.” His next sensation was that of confasion, and 
being upon the floor, resting upon his right arm, whioh, like 
his father's jew, waa barely recovered from а bad fras- 
ture—-the assassin had felled him to the floor with the 
butt of the pistol—he put his hand to his head, aud finding а 
hole there, he thought, “That сар did not miss fire, after 
all.” Then he became insensible, and remained so for two days 
and more. Hig first indication of returning consciousness was the 
question, “ Have you got the ball out ?" after which he fell off again 
into а comatose condition, which was of long continuance. On the 
very afternoon of the day when Mr. Lincoln was assaminated Mr 
Frederick Seward, who was Aesietant-Beoretary of State, had asked 
піз father what preperation should be made for the presentation 
of Bir Frederick Bruca, which was to teke the nezt day. 
Мг. Seward gave hiu tha points of а reply to be made to Sir 
Frederick, and he laid the outline of the speech upon the President's 
table, aud, as I have previously informed my readers, Mr. Lincoln 
that afternoon wrote out tbe reply, adopting Mr. Bsward's sug- 
gestions, and thus prepsring that reception of the British 
Minister by President Johnson whioh was regarded at the time by 
the people to whose representative it was addressed as во friendly, 
and fsir, and dignified. Mr. Frederick Beward'e firat inquiry a'ter 
he came fully to his senses, which wae а long time after the assas- 
sinstion, was, “ Has Sir Frederick Brace been presented?” He 
thought that only one might hed pessed, since һе knew not what 
had happened to him, and his mind took up matters just where it 
had left them. Mr. Seward's mental experience during his sup- 
posed asgasaination waa іп its nature se like that of bis son, that it 
taisos the question whether this absence of consternation and ob- 
servation of minute particulars is not common in oircumstenoes of 
Unexpected and not fully comprehended peril. Mr. Seward was 
lying upon his side, close to the edge of his bed, with his head rest- 
ing in & frame whioh had beon made to give him ease, aud to pro- 
teot bie broken jaw from He was trying to keep awake, 
having been seized upon by & віск man’s fancy—it was that if ne 
slept he would wake up with the look-jaw. He wes brought to 
fall conscionsness by the гоп о in the passage-way, followed by 
the entrance of the assassin, and the ory of Miss Seward, “ Оһ, he 
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| will kill my father!” Bot be saw nothing of his авайаш until a 
hand appeared above hie face, end then hie thooght was, “ What 
handsome cloth that overcoat is made of!" Тһе asssosin's face 
then appeared, and the helpless statesman only thought * What 
a handsome тап!”

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WAR BETWEEN SPAIN AND OHILL—iNSULT TO THE

THE advices received, per the Tasmanian, confirm the declaration 
ot war between Spain and Chili, Oo Admiral Pareja s arrival at 
Valparaiso, on the anniversary day, he sent to the Government of 
Chili, demanding immediate sstisfsction for the insults offered to 
Bpein, and if in four days the reparation he demanded was not 
given, he would proceed to extreme measures. [he manner of 
Admiral Parejs's procedure was said to be most offensive to Obili, 
his despatch being іп the form of ар arbitrary and insulting nlti- 
matum, demanding that Chili should humble herself and palats 
the Spanish flag with twenty-one guns, after whioh he would state 
what satisfaction he would accept. Tho entire country of Chili 
rose in resentment, and the Government replied that Chili could 
not accede to Admiral Pareja’s demand. He immediately forwarded 
an ultimatum that hostile measures would be adopted on the fol- 
lowing day. The diplomatic corps met, and afterwards gent au 
unanimous protest to Pareja against such high-handed dealing with 
Ohili This procesding obtained a few hours’ delay, but on the 
24th Admiral Pareja declared the blockade of all the Ohilían porta. 
The Congress іп both houses unanimously refused Pareja’s ulti- 
matam, and st once passed а declaration of war with Spain. 
A loan of twenty million dollars was at the same time autho- 
rized, and unlimited power granted to the execative for raising 
troops and procuring ships, &o, against the enemy. Mea of 
all shades of opinion rallied round the Administration 
with а determination that Spain should not triumph over 
Ohili. Admiral Pareja addressed а circular to the соо шаг 
body in Valparaiso, allowing neutral vessels ten diys to dis- 
charge or load for neutral ports, in whio tme all 
neutral ships must be clear of Chilian ports It waa er- 
pected Pareja would bombard the coas ns His йз 
numbers eight ships. In business an Пп... сейепіей ра зіс was 
oreated, and a run was made on the Бап. who all suspen led cash 
payments. An application was at once uade to Oongress to au- 
thorise the issue of bank-notes, and a milli n and а ha of dollars 
was allowed to be issued on the security of tue серца of the banks. 
The merchants and residents have held mectiogs to induce their 
representatives, ministers, or consuls to interfere for their proteo'ion.

Тик accounts received of the negro insurrection in Jamaios abound 
in horrors; aud wa regret to ssy that ito English authorities seem 
to have excelled tho negrccs in savago barbarity and unmitigated 
cruelty, We here take ocoasion to glance at eome of those terrible 
doeds perpetrated in the name of “law and crder.” On October 
19, Co'oael Hobbs, pursuing hie march, lamenta that up to this 
time, "to my regret the rebels һ-4 too cowardly treated us," in 
evacuating what he oalls their “strooghold,” and dispersing at the 
approach of his regiment. But he obtains some satisfaction by help 
ot 
through this village of cross-roads, where the retele destroyed 
everything, I found а number of special constables who had сар" 
tared a number of prisoners from tha rebel camp. Finding their 
guilt скат, and being unab'e either to take or leave them, I had 
them all shot. Tho coostables then hung them on trees, естеп in 
number. Their countenances were all diabolical, and they never 
flinched the very slightest.” Thatit may be seen on what species 
of evidence Britich ‹ flicers, commandiog а Qucen's regiment, can 
thus act as hacngmen о” captives made by special constables out of & 
"camp," we subjoia Colonel Hobbs's own account of his chief 
approver, and cf hie method of investigation, or, as he calls it, 
* coming to an vn^erstanding " :—' I must mot forget to tell you 
that I have got Paul Bozlo's valet for my guide—a little fellow of 
extraordinary intelligeuco. А tight rope tied to the stirrup, ard a 
revolver now and then to his head, cause us to understand each 
other; and he knows every single rebel in the island by name and 
face, and hag jost been selecting the captains, colonels, and secre- 
taries out of an immense gang of prisoners just come in here, whom 
I shali have to shoot to-morrow morning.’ Sach are the despatches 
of ^n officer in command of regular troops. We have now to request 
our readers’ attention to the following extract of a letter of the epecial 
correspondent of the Jamaica Standard :— Tho supposed rebels that 
were captured and brought in during the day of Tuesdsy last, and 
early on tho following morniog, were examined by the provost- 
marshal at his office, but beyond being stragglers, nothing was 
proved that warranted the committal of tb» whole cf them before a 
court-martial, About thirty were, one by one, lashed to 8 gun, and 
oatted, receiving fifty lashes on the bare back, laid on after the man- 
of war fashion, and tho rest (about twenty) committed as robels 
Among the rebels was George Marshall, a brown man of about 
twenty-five years old, who, on reosiving forty-seven lashes, ground 
his teeth, and gave а feroolous look of defiance at the provost-mar- 
shal. He was immediately ordercd to be taken from the gun and 
henged Мо time was lost, and he was accordingly strung up in 
the prezence of the insurrectioniste.” Can it be Euglishmen who 
do these things in а British colony, where Briiich law exists, aud а 
British governor represents the Qaeen? Is it British officers who 
thus, pursuing men who never fire a sho! in веј! -деїепсе, but fling 
down their armg and pray for protection, angwer the prayer by the 
cat and the halter? Is it &c:ua!ly in this nineteenth century that 
xe read in the English language of men hung snd chot by the 
d. zen on evidence of а wretched child, who is bound to his captor’s 
saddle, and, with a revolver at his head, made “to understand” his 
captor’s wishes? And ia it among civilized men that we hear of a 
miserable “ brown man,” against whom nothing could be proved 
warranting his even being tried, yet lashed toa gun and flogged, and 
then, because at the forty-reventh lash he ground his teeth and gave 
a ferocious /ook, instantly ordered to 16 taken from the gun and 
banged? Or, if even we try to stop our ears and chat out from 
our thoughts such revolting scenes, what ете we, in coldest blood, 
to ғау of the bare facts of a "rebellion ” cf one day, in which forty 
lives were lost, and for which beteen 200 and 400 “rebels” are 
variously estimated ав having becu shot cr hung in twelve days of 
retribution? Bat the picture has ye: darker shades. Thero is in 
Jamaios a savage race, the aborigines of the is'aud, the Maroons 
who, forty years ago, were the slave-ca'chera of the planters. ‘hese

the people, with liberty to shoot all whom they choose to consider

The Common Serjeant said this was one of the worst 
cases of bigamy thet be remembered, and he sentenced the prisoner 
to be kept in penal servitude for seven years.

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ATTEMPTED WIFE MURDER IN LEEDS. 
Os Baturday Edward Albert Sheard was brought before the mayor 
end ex-mayor, at the l'own Hall, Leeds, charged with attempting 
to take the life of his wite, Isabella, by cutting her tbroat with a 
table-knifa, at Armley Hall, Leeds, on Thursday. The following 
is tbe evidence ot Mary Ann Robinson, who heroically saved the 
life of Mrs. Sreard. She said: The prisoner and his wife are 
strangers to me. On Thursday Isabella Sheard came to my house 
at New Wortley, at nine o'clook in the morning, to assist ше in 
washing. She had her baby with her. In the afternoon the pri- 
soner came to my house. He walked into the kitchen and said, 
“ Does Bella Mountain live here?" and bafore I answered he saw 
her іп the kitchen. He went to the baby, which was beiog nursed 
by & girl, and made great fass over it. He had a conversation 
with bis wife about an order made upon him for the Payment 
of 58 а week to her. Ho said he was thrown ont 
of work, and would not work to get it, and she told him 
he could go to work on the road for it. Bhe said the magis- 
trates would make him psy her, and he said he would 
not; he would rather go to gsol than either work or pay the 
os. An altercation ensued, and the woman refased to return to 
the man's house while he lived there with another woman. The 
witness, after describing this, went on to say: 1 then went into the 
cellar, which is beneath the kitchen, and when there I heard & 
scream. 1 hurried up into the kitchen, and saw him stabbing at 
bor with knife аҙ hard as he could go.

thought she heard him shut the street door after him. She 
dressed herself with all possible speed, and went ont, and after 
waiting for upwards of twenty minutes bayond the appointed 
time ac the Victoria Station the prisoner arrived with his cab, 
and drove the housemaid down the Kensington-road to Butland- 
gate, where the cab was handed over to another person, and the 
prisoner and the housemaid walked away together. It was not 
until ten o'clock that the bousemaid got home, when ehe was 
unable to enter the house, snd the prisoner and prosecutor 
were at the door. Ав the notes and gold hed been obtained 
by the prosecutor from а banker's, to enable him to go into busi- 
ness, the numbers of the notes were known &nd the prosecutor im- 
mediately made them kno wn tothe police, when it was ascertained that 
one of tne notes had been changed at а jeweller's, and three £20 
notes had been received by Mr. Henry Wilkins, of Artillery-lane, 
Bishopegate, in part payment of the purchase-money of the Prinoe 
Arthur Deer-shop. The theory of the prosecution was that the in- 
vitation to the housemaid to go out for a drive was bat an artifice 
to get her out of the house, that he banged the street door of her 
mistrese’s house, but remained inside, and that when she went out 
he plundered the house.

ever imagined the fearful tragedy which has resulted. On Wed- 
nesday, the 11th, в vestry meeting took place at Могол! Bay, thirty 
miles from Kingston; there were present the Custos, the Baron 
Von Kettelholdt, а man universally respected and loved ; Mr. Cook, 
the rector, and his two sons; Mr. Herschell, the curate of Bath;

importance. The business of the meeting was concladed, when a 
gong was heard and gangs were seen surrounding the Oourt-house, 
men and women armed with knives snd 008368: doors and 
windows were immediately closed.

and oh! what solemn prayers were offered іп that awfal hour! 
The wretches fired the roof, and when that began to drop in 
nothing remained but to escape by the windows. The poor old 
baron was the first, I belleve, who fell, literally out to pieces. Mr.

The reotor’s two sons were murdered 
in his sight, and he severely beaten. Poor Mr. Herschell escaped

The rebels 
bad done frightful work from one estate to snother—destroying the 
dwellings, butchering the unfortunate,whitejmen whom they саад.

This wonderful and loyal people (the Maroons or Aborigines ot 
Jamaios) have, under nel A. G. Fyfe, who led them in the lut 
rebellion, turned out for the Government to clear the mountains of 
Bt. Thomes іп the Esst of the rebels who geek shelter in the 
natural wildness of their strongholds. Their appearance, deco. 
rated with their well-known “ war paint,” covered with bushes and 
twigs of the lignumviiæ, struck terror foto the hearts of the rebels 
at Portland and Bi. Thomas іп the East. Where they Isy down 
nothing was discernible of their bodies—nothing but the living 
bash that covered them. In this way they maroh without obser- 
vation, and in this way they spring like tigers upon their prey 
who, seeing nothing but a forest of bush, imagine themselves 
secure. They are already scouring the country for rebels, dragging 
them from their concealment, and exterminating them wherever 
they have been found. Over one hundred rebels are reported to 
have been shot by the Maroons in thie mission already. At an 
execution of tbe rebels, and while the dead bodies were hanging 
as a public example, the Maroons (we ere informed by Colonel 
Haunt), assembled around the gallows, where they had a war.

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A RAILWAY ROMANCE. 


Ar the age of twenty, 1 was & London clerk, living with my 
mother, some twelve miles ou: of town, on the South-Weatern lise, 
and travelling backwards and forwards daily.

GARDENING OPEBATIONS FOR THE WEEK 

FLOWER GARDEN —The principal work now to bo doze iu tùis 
department is the clearing and keeping of beds tidy, removiog de- 
os) ed leaves to form your compos: heap, rolling walks and turf, 
and prepare for winter. Proteot alpines from too much wet; water 
osrnatioas aud picotees sparingly ; close pits and frames at night; 
and generally protect, by staking or otherwise, all plants which 
will s'and the winter. 

KITCHEN GagDEN.— Continue to fally earth up celery every op- 
portunity thst fiue and dry westhor will permit, Sow a succession 
of early Mazagan or long pod beans on sheltered borders, abont two 
fest and а half apart, aud two or three inchea deep. Some planted 
thickly together, and sbeltered with long litter; will serve well for 
transplanting in February or Магор. Herbs required in а green 
state should be takea up with balls of earth and placed in в gentle 
best. ase up endive aad lettuce in weather, and store in a dry, 
airy shed. Keep the Augast sowing of onions free from weeds, and 
examine those that are housed. Preserve parsley by placing over 
tho borders helf-hoops, &:d cover the same with matting. Some 
early pow: may be sown, taking, of course, the chanos of а orop, 
Continue to hos amang winter езиш. — Watoh for slugs among ihe 
youg plauts of osulifl »wers. 

FRUIT GARDEN —Üontinue the planting of walls and siandsids 
in mild weather, sud improving the s.il where necessary. Also 
attend to root pruving where there has boen в too luxuriant, aud, 
cons.quently, amprodactive growth.

pue were made that they should receive an advance of wages. 

t was then вртега that their case should be forwarded to the watch 
committee, On Saturday nigbt Mr. Freeman (the newly-appointed 
chief constable) sent for a policeman named Gent, and telling him 
that he undersiood he was the instigator of the previous sirike, gave 
him a fortnight's notice to leave. Gent begged Ё might bs allowed 
to resign at once, as he had entered the force with & good charac:er 
and he wished to leave it with the samo. News of Gent’s dismissal 
»pread through the force, and at ten o'clock, when the majority of 
the men mustered for night duty, they refused to go out upon their 
beats. Gent, they said, had ouly been their spokesman, and they 
had resolved to stand by him, Тһе men were questioned indi- 
vidually, and eight of them refused stoutly to go out. ‘bese were 
locked up in the watch-house for the night, and eight men 
who kad done day duty were told off to fill theie posts. 
On Bunday night tho eigbt men were again absent from duty At 
the polio -соцг!, on Monday, eight of the force, named Wiliam 
Bilb'e, William Jeevoae, Frederick Else, Joseph Porter, William 
Lord, George Richmond, Alb rt Longmire, and Abrabam Marriott, 
were charged with insubordination. The evidence went, further, 
to show that the men wished to know the reason of the chief соп- 
stable of Gent's dismissal. Го chief constable refased to tell them, 
acd the eight men would not go out on duty. ‘They were then se- 
cured and locked up for the night on the oharge of insubordination. 
The bench snimadverted strongly on the conduct of the men, aud 
at onco dismissed them from the foroe, adding that if anytbiug of 8 
similar nature oo»uired with any other of the force, the law should 
be allowed to take іш full couree—namely, а fino of 40s. or a 
month’s imprisonment 

Wreck оғ THREE Оөтточ Burrs —Loss ок HALF A MILLION. 


-—Late advices from Key West bring intelligence of the loss of 


three ships laden with cotton, to the value of upwards of half a 
million eterliug, Бопай for Liverpool, most of which are covered by 
ineuranos effected at that port, Lloyd's and the Marine Insurance 
Oompany. The vessels wrecked are as follows :—The ship Caro- 
line Roamith, 1 600 tons, from Mobile. Sho was driven ashore on 
the French reef, about forty miles of Qasy West. The orew wore 
eaved, but the ship aud cargo were reported as lost. It is seid that 
Messrs. Baring аге tatere:ted in portions of her oargo to the extent 
of £10 000 The entire valuo of the cotton on board is stated to 
be 2200.000. The second ship was the Meroy, oast ashore about 
twenty milos west of Key Weat, where she became a total loss. 
Four of hor crew were picked up iu а dying state from exposure 
and starvation. Nothiog has been heard of the master end the 
reat of the crew, who took to the boats. Two other cotton-laden 
snips, bound to England, havo been abandoned off the same

ALARMING IXPLOSIUN AT А BUGAR REFINERY Ат BRISTOL.— 
On Monday, bet ween twelve and one o’olock, au explosion of an 
alarming nature, aud which resulted in the more or less serious iu- 
jury of ten persons, occurred at the works of Messrs. Finsell and 
Оо, sugar refiners, Bristol. These works are of great magnitude, 
and give employment to a large number of men, and on Monday »t 
the Ише named several of these were engaged about the oharcosl 
outerns which are employed іп the refiuiug ргобеве of the manu- 
factory. These cisterns form also chambers for steam, and from 
some acoident, which is not very clearly ascertained, sn explosion 
took place, sud the steam rushing out in dense volumes severely 
soalded all the porsons with whom it came in contact.
